in the cusos of Turner and Pattorson, Jonn> 
Bowman1 j assailants. 
Between u ftnd 


o'clock in the morning another attempt was 
imulo to foroo the jail, and a hand-to-hand 
Qght with * tho polico ensued, butt.ua mob 
was soon driven oft and sovoral of tho loaders 
irrcstod, Strnngo to say thoso leaders provoi 
to bo well-known business and professional 
men, ono being Allen McDonald, principal 
of tho Rugby school, and another, J. M. 
Lattorly^n representative in tho legislature. 
Twenty of thorn were arraigned in court 
during the day on charges of riot, and their 
iittoriioy pel iu tho pica that, as tiioy wore 
"promint:!it citizens," tho cases should bo 
dropped. To this tho judge answered that 
their prominence made their offense more 
discreditable to them and tho city, and re- 
fused to dismiss tho cases. 


A telegram from Judge- Jackson, of tho 


circuit court, was sont to Governor iCnott, 
stating that thoro was danger of domestic 
violence and bloodshed unless tho militia was 
called out, and that a crisis wos imminent 
Friday night, 


Tho wildest excitement was occasioned nt 


1 p. iu. by tho ringing of firo-bells, and tho 
report spread with tho speed of tho mild that 
tho mob and police wore engaged in a desper- 
ate light. 
This proved to bo a mistake, tho 


bolls having boon rung without proper orders 
by soioo oxcitod individuals. 
There was no 


violonco during the day. 


At G;ir> p. in, it was bulletined at tho news- 


paper offices that Miss Bowman was doad. 
This announcement greatly intensified tho 
fueling of indignation already existing. 
The 


news quickly spread, and although tho an- 
nouncement of tho girl's death was authori- 
tatively denied tho iulluonco oC the first ru- 
mor could not bo counteracted. At7 p. m. 
Uiu uttondinc physician roportod that Miss 
Bowman was gradually sinking, aud that 
death would probably onsuo before mid- 
uigbt. 


At noon tho preconcerted signal, eloTon 


ttips on, tho city hall boll, called tho militia 
to assemble at their armory. Not ovor one- 
third of them responded, and uniformed pa- 
trol detachments woro sont out to bring in 
tho delinquents. 
Probably two-thirds of 


tho Louisville Legion woro at G p. nx. under 
iti'iris at tho armorj'. 
Adjt, Gen, Castlocian 


iu addressing iho troops said: "You aro
